Lucky Discoveries of 


Vast Mineral Wealth 


Tin is worth about $1,470 a ton. At 
North Dundas, in Tasmania, a nugget 
of the metal has been found which 
weighed 5,400 pounds, and was almest 
pure metallic tin, 

Copper often occurs in nature in a 
pure state. A solid block of this metal, 
weighing more than a ton and a half, 
has just been found in South Africa.
